READ THIS FIRST 


EARS AGO Dean C. F. Curtiss contributed an 
Y article to the old ‘“‘Shorthorn In America” in 
which he mentioned that even in the best herds 
only a few of the cows produced the show calves— the 
others Just calves. That was food for thought. In 
time we had 16 cows that produced winners at State 
Fairs or National Shows, but ‘believe it or not,” 
quoting Ripley, we bought or bred and tried out over 
120 cows before acquiring that number. For all 
that just 8 cows stand out prominently -The pro- 
geny of those 8 cows still shine in many of the top 
herds in this country. One could hardly pay too 
much even in these depressing times for a bull like 
Pride of Avon and 8 cows like those named. It makes 
a fellow wonder when he thinks it all over why he 
cannot have the potluck or good judgment to pick 
that kind unerringly. But that is the uncertainty 
that adds to the fascination of the game.

In the National Sale of 1918 I bought Ultra Golda 
72472, a daughter of Ne Plus Ultra 15265, in calf to 
Merry May Day 43520—-of whom more later— and Imp. 
Governess II. of the Braye 60621, in calf to Imp. Itchen 
May King 25174. They had bull calves named respec- 
tively, Merry Ne Plus Ultra of Hill Girt 55746 and May 
King of Hill Girt 55190. The latter when about eighteen 
months old, strong and very typy, died as a result of an 
accident. This was the bad luck, for had he lived, he 
would almost certainly have been one of the best pro- 
duced at Hill Girt. He left only one daughter. This 
was the good luck for her progeny is of the top quality 
produced at Hill Girt.

The background of this bull is interesting and has an 
important bearing on the heritage of his granddaughters, 
because of certain line breeding, incidental rather than 
intentional. 


His dam, Imp. Governess II. of the Braye 60621, 
had a Class G record, made on the Island, of 1140! 
pounds milk, 553 pounds fat. She won prizes at Island 
shows as a heifer—individually she was good; she intro 
duced ‘‘cold”’ blood. 
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His sire, Imp. Itchen May King 25174, was bred in the 
purple and carried almost 30 per cent blood of May Rose 
9g R. G. A. S. 3251 P. S., being twice great grandson 
through her daughter, Itchen’s May Rose 52005 (grand- 
daughter of Loyal of the Hunguets R. G. A. S. 978 P. S.) 
and her son, May Day 1132 E. G. H. B. (sired by Loyal 
of the Hunguets R. G. A. S. 978 P.S.), the other five per 
cent coming through three crosses via Imp. Moss Raider 
29155, another grandsire. May Day 1132 E. G. H. B., 
as you know, was the sire of Itchen Daisy 3d 15630. 
Itchen’s May Rose 52005 was a full sister of Imp. May 
Rose King 8336. Both these appear also in the pedigree 
of Ultra Golda 72472. The importance of this will 
appear later. 


It so happened that the single mating of this bull was 
with one of the best foundation cows, Imp. Noble Girl 
5th of the Glynn 53981, whose descendants are outlined 
under the heading ‘‘The Bell Family,” and produced 
Belle of Hill Girt 109665. This again introduced ‘‘cold”’ 
blood (imported but not related to May Rose.) 


Belle of Hill Girt 109665 


The record of 12347.7 pounds milk and 660.4 pounds 
fat in Class C ranks with the best daughters of Imp. 
Noble Girl 5th of the Glynn 53981, all of whose daughter, 
were good. Belle of Hill Girt 109665 was mated to two 
sons of Ultra Golda 72472, thus introducing additional 
crosses of May King of Hill Girt 55190 blood lines 
through Itchen Daisy 3d 15630 and May Rose King 8336 
back to old Loyal of the Hunguets R. G. A. S. 978 P. S., 
as well as to May Rose 2d R. G. A. S. 3251 P. S. Some 
additional May Rose blood comes in through Merry 
May Day 43520 that was 21 per cent May Rose 2d R. G. 
A.$.3251 P.S. The resulting two daughters of Belle of 
Hill Girt 109665 were her only progeny—both are out- 
standing— Golden Belle of Hill Girt Farm 159161 with

Noranda 108708, all good. Here again, through Valiant 
1430, appears traces to ‘“‘Loyal’”’ and May Rose 2d 
R. G. A. S. 3251 P. S. through Itchen Daisy 3d 15630 
and May Rose King 8336. The maternal half of Nor- 
anda 108708, Jeanette of the Prairie 2d 69685, is cold 
blood but good blood. 


Nora Belle of Hill Girt 360858, one of the above men- 
tioned four daughters by Noranda 108708, finished in 
December a record of 15631.8 pounds milk and 888.2 
pounds fat in Class BB, a record which is not bettered 
by any of her distinguished ancestors. 


As an example of fortuitous line breeding, combined 
with outcrosses of cold blood of exceptional quality, this 
is pretty good. There was some routine intelligence all 
along the line, but the line breeding combination was to a 
large extent luck.

Association has been at work in 

behalf of solving the problems of the 
dairymen of the state. The history of 
this organization, like any service in- 
stitution, indicates a varying degree of 
accomplishment. We doubt if the as- 
sociation has ever had a more definite 
vision of state needs. Its recent program 
of two days’ duration was broad and 
helpful. The leadership seems to recog- 
nize the fact that successful dairying 
must be based on successful farm opera- 
tion and, accordingly, facts that apply to 
every phase of dairy farming were brought 
to its members. 

Their major project is, of course, 
searching out low producing and unpro- 
fitable cows. New impetus has been 
added to testing for production and even 
though much has been written and said 
about the decline of dairying in Wiscon- 
sin, facts show the state is rapidly reach- 
ing a new high for the industry. 

Wisconsin raises many dairy cattle 
and utilizes many of them herself and 
no state has more consistently supplied 
the national market. 

The revitalizing of the local and county 
associations in relation to marketing her 
surplus cattle means more to Wisconsin 
than casual observation would indicate. 
Elimination of the unscrupulous cattle 
dealer can mean much to this great state. 
Not all her cattle dealers are without 
conscientious effort to serve both the 
buyer and the seller, but no dealer will 
ever inspire the confidence which the 
well-organized county sales unit will 
accomplish. 

Should the testing and breeding pro- 
gram continue to broaden, Wisconsin 
can confidently go into the future with 
an assured patronage which can event- 
ually influence the entire industry na- 
tionally. Think of the effect the good 
dairy cattle from this state alone will 
have on the national production average. 


Oia 1872 the Wisconsin Dairymen’s 


Herd improvement association testing 
in America is growing rapidly and should 
continue, but with it has come an in- 
creased passion for publicity. Too much 
emphasis is being placed on advertising 
value instead of the more important 
value—a guide to the dairyman himself. 
It is our belief that publicity will increase 
rather than decrease, making more im- 
portant the need for guarding these 
records carefully, and insuring public 
faith in them for the future. Wisconsin 
can lead the way if she will. 

Less credence will be given herd im- 
provement records as time goes on unless 
more preliminary milkings are inaugurated 
which, eventually, no association should 
operate without. A large fund for aiding 
this worthy work of Herd Improvement 
testing has been placed at the disposal 
of the Dairy Bureau of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and should 
have as its first object the financing of 
preliminary milkings. 

Experiments to show what effect the 
extension or the shortening of a super- 
vised test period may mean have been 
conducted and can readily be repeated. 
Much criticism is pointed at forced 
records, but their final effect is naught as 
compared with irregular test periods 
from the standpoint of the actual num- 
ber of hours covered by the test. The 
supervised test period should be exactly 
twenty-four hours following a preliminary 
milking and on any other basis it is not 
only misleading but of little consolation 
to the dairymen or breeders as an econ- 
omic factor for analysis. Unless this 
glaring weakness is protected we shall 
come to grief. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture, through its Dairy Bureau 
with ample funds, has but to say the 
word and we can have the greatest record 
service and broadest usefulness of ac- 
curate data that has yet been conceived. 
Reliability is the most important factor

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Become A Student Of Your Herd 


N any business in which 
| one is engaged it is 

worth while to stop 
and to take stock in that 
business for the purpose of 
reviewing the progress that 
has been made. I think 
New York State is rather 
typical and will serve to 
picture the progress that 


progress? There are several. For 
suggestions let us look to the dairy- 
men who are testing their herds 
in the dairy herd improvement as- 
sociations. In 1926 a total of 
13,600 cows were tested with an 
average production of 7300 pounds 
of milk and 273 pounds of butter 
fat. In 1936 a total of 60,000 cows 
were tested. The average produc-

has been made _ towards 
dairy herd improvement in 
this country. 

The average production 
of the dairy cows in New 
York State in 1926 was 
about 5400 pounds of milk. 
In 1936 the average pro- 
duction was about 5300 
pounds of milk. This cer- 
tainly does not represent 
progress. Reliable data on 
the cost of milk production 
shows clearly that our aver- 
age cow is an unprofitable 
producer of milk and butter 
fat. To me, however, the 
most disturbing fact is not 
the low and unprofitable 
production of the average 
New York State cow but 
the fact that we have not 
been able to increase this 
average during the past 
ten years. 


\¢ HAT are the factors 


responsible for this lack of 


tion of the cows in the dairy herd 
improvement associations in 1939 
was 8078 pounds of milk and 305 
pounds of butter fat and there is 
every reason to expect the produc- 
tion to be as high or higher for 1936. 
In other words, there were four and 
one-half times as many cows tested 
in 1936 and the average production 
had been increased by approxi- 
mately 800 pounds of milk. This 
increase in production actually does 
not represent the true accomplish- 
ments of the dairy herd improve- 
ment associations because with the 
great increase in the number of 
cows on test many herds have not 
been tested long enough to result 
in any improvement, as yet. 

What are the factors responsible 
for improvement of the herds tested 
in the Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association during the same period 
that there has been such a pro- 
nounced lack of progress in the im- 
provement of the dairy cattle of the 
state as a whole? There is really 
only one. When a dairyman enters 
his herd in the Dairy Herd Im- 


provement Association he becomes 
a student of his business. Because 
he has become a student he begins 
to give some study to the question 
of how he could make his business 
more profitable. 

Production records aid him in lo- 
cating the low and_ unprofitable 
producing cow which must be culled 
out. He finds that other cows are 
capable of higher and more profit- 
able production if provided an op- 
portunity through better feeding 
and management practices. He 
finds that the higher the quality of 
his hay the more milk his herd pro- 
duces. He observes the same re- 
lationship between good pasture 
and high production. Probably for 
the first time he fully appreciates 
how indispensable quality feed is in 
the production of quality livestock. 
Likewise, he realizes the toll dis- 
ease has extracted from his business 
and out of this realization grows his 
disease control program. 

Finally, with complete produc- 
tion records, he soon discovers that 
progress towards herd improvement 
is extremely limited unless he in- 
proves his cows so that they will 
have the capacity and ability to re- 
spond: to the improved practices 
he is following. Obviously, this 
means good sires and a constructive 
breeding program. 


A COMPLETE program of opera- 
tion in which each individual phase 
of the business is given proper 
weight is indispensable for progress. 
If any phase is neglected it can 
easily become the limiting factor 
with the result that the energy, 
thought, and money invested in the 
development of the other phases of 
the business accomplishes little. For 
example, if the cows in a herd have 
a low inherited ability to produce, 
nothing can be done to develop 
them into profitable producers.

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program, therefore, requires that 
complete and accurate herd records 
be kept, that proper attention be

Time does 
not permit me to discuss in detail 
each of these phases; therefore, I 
will confine my discussion to the 
importance of breeding as the basis 
of herd improvement and the neces- 
ity for following a definite breeding 
program.

I result. This business of breeding 


cattle has always and will always 
he accompanied by some disappoint- 
8 ments. When sound judgment is 
used and proper study given to the 
business, disappointments can be 
reduced to the extent that definite 
progress can be made generation 
after generation. We must recog- 


a- nize the fact that variation does 
ne occur. Both parents contribute to 
: the genetic make-up of the off- 
. spring. Therefore, it will be a 
m new and different individual and 
y, not identical to either parent. Vari- 
he ation is the basis of herd improve- 
of ment and without variation there 
or could be no further breed improve- 
ve ment. Selection is the method by 
7, which improvement is  accom- 
op plished. Progress of the individual 
te breeder depends upon his or her 


ability to recognize superior quality 
in livestock and upon the skill used 
in blending the blood of superior 
animals with that of the herd to 
bring about general improvement. 
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1. the final analysis, the bull at the 
head of a herd will determine which 
way the herd will go. If a good 
bull is used the herd will improve. 
If the herd is headed with nothing 
more than a cow freshener no 
progress will be made. 

In many cases the selection of a 
proved sire offers the surest way of 
accomplishing a definite result. We 
hear a great deal of discussion about 
proved sires. I am _ enthusiastic 
about proved sires, but not the 
proved sire as he exists in the minds 
of many dairymen. The proved 
sire that I am enthusiastic about is 
the bull that I have tried and 
proved in my own herd. Proved 
sires cannot be selected without a 
careful study. There are several 
questions that must be considered. 
The dam-daughter comparison giv- 
en on a particular bull may or may 
not be a reliable measure of his 
transmitting ability. Is the data 
presented based upon a selected 
group of daughters or does it repre- 
sent a good fair sample? A knowl- 
edge of the conditions under which 
both the dam and the daughters 
made their records is important. 
The quality and type of the indivi- 
dual daughters should be carefully 
studied. The standard of the herd 
upon which a bull has been used 
should he compared with your own 
herd to make sure the two jobs are 
comparable. The breeding or blood 
lines of the bull cannot be complete- 
ly ignored. Further, the breeding 
or service record of the bull must 
be checked. Unless each of the 
points receive proper consideration 
the use of proved bulls will result 
in plenty of disappointments. 


>: engaged in the busi- 
ness of producing and selling milk 
frequently state that they are not 
interested in type. I am satisfied, 
however, that no dairyman can 
afford to ignore type. Form de- 
notes function. In our herd the 
best cows from the standpoint of 
type have been our highest pro- 
ducers practically without excep- 
tion. Type is definitely associated 
with production on the basis of pro- 
duction during a single lactation. 
However, the true importance of 
type cannot be demonstrated unless 
the lifetime performance of a cow 
is considered. Further, when com- 
mon type defects are ignored in a 
herd of females and a bull is used 
that is transmitting factors for the 
same weakness, that weakness will 
become exaggerated in the offspring. 
A dam-daughter comparison gives no 
consideration to type and quality. 


Regardless of how enthusiastic 
we get over the proved sire, we can- 
not afford to overlook the fact that 
the proved sire of the future is the 
young untried sire of today. To 
me the most important problem 
facing the breeders of dairy cattle 
is how can this young bull be select- 
ed so that we will have some assur- 
ance that he will prove to be a herd 
improver. The most reliable index 
upon which to select a young bull 
is the family of females back of him. 
Proved sires have been commanding 
so much of our attention that we 
have largely forgotten all about the 
great dams. In the future, as in 
the past, the great brood cows of the 
breed will produce the great sires. 
Therefore, in selecting a young bull 
let us first find a great brood cow for 
his dam. She must be a dairy cow 
capable of producing a profitable 
level of milk and butter fat. She 
must possess desirable type and 
indicate wearing and lasting quali- 
ties. In turn, due consideration 
must be given toall the females ap- 
pearing in the bull ecalf’s pedigree. 
Nothing is more important than 
uniformity in quality, type and 
productive ability. Avoid select- 
ing a young bull upon the average 
of his nearest dams. Averages can 
be very misleading. When we se- 
lect a bull where every female back 
of him is the kind of cow that we 
want in our herd, there is little 
danger that he will prove a disap- 
pointment, but when we select a 
bull where there is wide variation 
in the females back of him we must 
expect disappointment.

In selecting a young bull for use 
in our herd we try to select a bull 
that on the basis of his pedigree 
should sire production and at the 
same time make some very definite 
contribution towards improving the 
quality and type of our herd. As 
soon as this bull has offspring in 
our herd his pedigree is forgotten 
and his future value and use is de- 
termined entirely upon the basis of 
the job he is doing.

Sequel 159031, now 
head of the Guernsey 
dairy herd of South Caro- 
lina Experiment Station’s 
Sandhill branch near Co- 
lumbia, is a prince among 
sires in Guernseydom is 
proved by the fact that one 
of his daughters is a new 
queen of the ‘“‘milky way.”

Daughters Prove Sequels 
Royalty 


i ie ‘““Saugerties”’ is en- 
titled to have the word 
“Royal” in his name may 
be judged by these striking 
facts regarding his daugh- 
ters. 

In August, 1936, when 
Saugerties Royal Sequel 
159031 was purchased from 
Cathedral Farms, Oneon- 
ta, New York, to head the 
Sandhill Experiment Sta- 
tion Guernsey herd, H. H. 
Buckley, his former owner, 
had already completed rec- 
ords on ten of his daughters 
from tested dams. These 
records had demonstrated 
the great transmitting pow- 
ers of this bull for high milk 
and butter fat production. 
At that time, several ad- 
ditional daughters were on 
Advanced Register test, 
making large records. Ca- 
thedral Rosalie 334299, one 
of this latter group, has re- 
cently completed a class A 
record of 23714.5 pounds 
of milk, testing 5.12 per 
cent butter fat, and yielding 
1213.1 pounds of butter fat, 
which gives her the dis- 
tinction of being the World’s 
Record Guernsey cow. 

Sadie’s Cathedral Jewell 
389284, another daughter, 


has been reported as a_ na- 
tional class leader with a record of 
17629.3 pounds of milk, testing 4.43 
per cent butter fat, yielding 781.7 
pounds of butter fat in class F. 
These new records add_ further 
proof to the value of Saugerties 
Royal Sequel 159031 as a sire of 
phenomenal production. 


Daughters Out-class Dams 


(' the twenty-eight registered 
daughters sired by this bull, 
fourteen have completed production 
records, another is now on test, 
three were sold from the owner’s 
herd as calves, and four are as yet 
under producing age. This distribu- 
tion indicates that no selection has 
been practiced in testing. 

Thirteen of the fourteen tested 
daughters are from tested dams. 
The dams’ records average 31.9 per 
cent above the average of all rec- 
ords for the Guernsey breed, while 
the daughters’ records average 39.3 
per cent above the breed average. 
When these records are converted 
to a class G junior two-year-old 
basis the dams average 11060.3 
pounds of milk, testing 5.47 per 
cent butter fat, equal to 605.0 
pounds of butter fat. The daugh- 
ters’ records on the same basis aver- 
age 12288.5 pounds of milk, testing 
5.2 per cent butter fat, equal to 
639.0 pounds of butter fat. 


“The important points in this 
record are that without selection 
the daughters’ records are higher 
than the dams’ records, although 
the dams’ records are among the 
very highest of the breed,’’ says 
Professor J. P. LaMaster, head of 
the Experiment Station’s Dairy De- 
partment, speaking with real en- 
thusiasm about ‘“‘Saugerties’” and 
his ability to transmit his high- 
production blood to his daughters. 
“It is evident that both the daugh- 
ters of Saugerties Royal Sequel 
159031 and their dams had similar 
environmental conditions in the 
same herd, and the differences in 
these records can be attributed pri- 
marily to superior inheritance re- 
ceived by the daughters from their 
sire.” 


Good Herd Serves Farmers and 


Breeders 


HE Sandhill Station’s Guernsey 

herd, established in 1929 as a co- 
operative enterprise of the South 
Carolina Experiment Station and 
the Federal Bureau of Dairy In- 
dustry, has been built on a founda- 
tion of the best blood lines from 
South Carolina’s widely known 
breeders. 

Since the foundation heifers for 
this herd were by sires proved for 
high production, this building of 
pure lines of inheritance for high 
levels of milk and butter fat pro- 
duction has in many individuals 
been developed for three and in 
some cases for four and five genera- 
tions. 

The herd is already the basis of 
a very fine service to the Guernsey 
herds of South Carolina. No ani- 
mals are sold from the herd for 
breeding purposes but the choice 
bull calves are kept until they are 
one year old and are then loaned to 
farmers and breeders under agree- 
ment that records are to be kept 
for the station on the production of 
the cows in the borrowers’ herds and 
the daughters of the station bulls 
so as to prove these young bulls for 
production. 

“The presence of Saugerties Roy- 
al Sequel 159031 as head of this 
herd lends further prestige to the 
quality of an already superior herd 
and makes possible a still greater 
public service to farmers and breed- 


ers,”’ says Professor La Master.

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HE past few years have seen 
‘| wonderful advancements in 

the control of Bang’s Disease. 
Only a comparatively short time 
ago every veterinarian and many 
farmers had their own methods of 
cure, all of which proved worthless. 
Due to the disease in our herd years 
ago we found that at times the herd 
was only fifty per cent efficient. 
However, since its elimination we 
have a normal calf crop, the 
cows have normal milk production, 
troubles such as mastitis and ster- 
ility are reduced to a minimum, 
calves are healthier, and the sale 
value of our surplus cattle is in- 
creased. 

The breeder of pure bred cattle 
must have a disease-free herd, for 
unless his herd is free from Bang’s 
he is in no position to find a market 
for surplus stock. Only clean cat- 
tle can be shipped inter-state and 
most farmers realize the importance 
of clean cattle and are demanding 
such when they are in the market. 

The Federal testing program has 
been a wonderful factor in educat- 
ing the farmer regarding the ease 
with which the disease can be con- 
trolled. There has been no violent 
agitation against the test such as 
was shown at the time the tuber- 
culin test was first put into popular 
use. The recent ruling of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets, permitting only the sale of 
clean cattle at publie auction, has 
been a big step in eliminating the 
spread of the disease and at the 
same time driving home a lesson 
to the farmers that only clean cattle 
can be sold. 


The gradual application of the 
Bang’s program has been a form of 
education so far reaching that to- 
day there are few farmers who do 
not know about the test. The 
ume is not far distant when farmers 
will demand the area test and this 
is the next logical step in controlling 
the disease. Already, in a number 
of counties, the majority of farmers 
have cleaned up under the volun- 
‘ary program and in most counties 
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there is a large percentage of farm- 
ers who are looking for an area test 
program to be put into effect. How- 
ever, the majority of herd owners 
in a county should determine the 
desirability of such a _ program. 
When we have advanced so far we 
will have reached the goal for the 
complete elimination of the disease. 

The farmer assumes a distinct 
responsibility in carrying out the 
Bang’s program. ‘The veterinarian 
conducting the test and outlining 
the sanitary procedure has also a 
very distinct responsibility. The 
farmer must be careful to follow 
instructions in the cleaning up of 
barns and quarters occupied by re- 
actors. It is highly important that 
all germs be destroyed. 


In the first place, infected cattle 
must be eliminated and then the 
herd owner should destroy all germs 
about the premises. In other words, 
a thorough and complete job must 
be done. Many farmers run pri- 
vate tests before signing up under 
the Federal program. Reactors 
found under such private tests fre- 
quently are trafficked to unsuspect- 
ing buyers with misleading state- 
ments that such cattle have been 
tested but with no statements as 
to health. Such practices should 
not be tolerated. 


One test does not always elimi- 
nate the disease. Two-thirds of 
the herds tested in the State of Wis- 
consin were freed by one test, while 
the remaining herds required two 
or more tests. A further responsi- 
bility of the herd owner is the pro- 
tection of his herd after the testing 
program is under way. He should 
not introduce animals into his herd 
unless they comply with test re- 
quirements prescribed in his agree- 
ment. The procedure is to pur- 
chase animals from certified free 
herds, but if this is impossible he 
should buy them from herds that 
have passed one or more completely 
negative tests. However, there is 
always the danger of buying ani- 
mals from a herd where infection

exists. Animals from such herds 
may be negative but may have the 
disease in the incubative stages and 
later show a positive test. My ex- 
perience has shown me that the 
disease is most likely introduced 
into the herd by additions from out- 
side. 

It is comparatively easy to main- 
tain a clean herd, but it must be 
safeguarded from neighboring herds 
that carry infection. Young stock 
must not be put in community pas- 
tures. A community pasture com- 
posed of heifers from clean herds 
offers some hazards. 


Every now and then newspapers 
carry news stories linking undulant 
fever in humans with Bang’s Dis- 
ease. So far, science has not been 
able to prove definitely any relation 
between these two diseases nor that 
Bang’s Disease can develop into 
undulant fever in humans. How- 
ever, this agitation is not doing the 
dairy farmer any good as it instills 
a fear in the minds of the milk 
drinking public. Through such agi- 
tation many cities are imposing 
regulations requiring their milk sup- 
ply to be from Bang’s free herds. 
It may be only a few years until 
such regulations will be required by 
all the large cities and the farmer 
having Bang’s free herds will then 
have the advantage in being able 
to meet market requirements. 

Many farmers who have Bang’s 
diseased herds do not feel that they 
can afford totest under the voluntary 
program. Their fear is that the 
cost of replacement will be too ex- 
pensive. Under present conditions 
no one can afford not to have 
a healthy, good producing dairy 
herd. 


The economic situation on the 


farm is such that in order to 


make some profit from the dairy 


herd it must be working at near 
peak efficiency. This cannot be ac- 
complished where disease causes 
losses to run all the way from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent. In 
our herd the increased production 
was a factorin making it a paying 
herd after all traces of Bang’s

INIMUM vitamin A_ require- 

ments have been determined 
by H. R. Guilbert and G. H. Hart. 
The total storage of vitamin A and 
carotene in the liver and body fat 
of cows two to eighteen years old 
which had access to green feed dur- 
ing life was estimated to be about 
0.6 to 0.7 g in the younger animals 
and up to 3.6 g in the aged cows. 
Of this storage, sixty-seven to nine- 
ty-three per cent was in the liver, 
while the amount in other organs 
was negligible. In the liver the 
storage was mostly in the form of 
vitamin A, while in the fat carotene 
predominated. On a _carotenoid- 
deficient ration there were indica- 
tions that the daily withdrawal from 
storage was nine to eleven micro- 
grams per kilogram of live weight. 
The cow whose reserves were de- 
pleted stored about 400 mg of caro- 
tene in a thirteen-day period, dur- 
ing which she ingested 240 kg of 
freshly cut alfalfa containing about 
15 g of carotene. This showed a 
relatively rapid storage. The con- 
centration of the reserves of young 
animals as compared with that of 
aged adults suggested that reserves 
above a certain level accumulated 
slowly.

( BSERVATIONS on the control of 
chronic streptococcus mastitis 
have been worked out by A. W. 
Stableforth, S. J. Edwards and F. C. 
Minett. Eradication of contagious 
streptococcus mastitis may be 
achieved under certain conditions 
by the simple expedient of segregat- 
ing infected cows or, if that is not 
possible, by milking them last. The 
chances of success, however, are 
greatly increased if infected cows 
can be evacuated within a reasona- 
ble time. When this cannot be 
done, infusion of the infected udder 
with a suitable bactericidal agent 
should prove a useful aid. Whilst 
S. agalactiae in nearly all cases leads 
to permanent infection, it occasion- 
ally causes transient infections de- 
tectable only by the use of enrich- 
ment media. Experience has shown 
that the disease does not arise spo- 
radically once all known sources of 
infection are removed. New _ in- 
fections must, therefore, be due to 
errors in milking or to deficiencies 
in methods of diagnosis. The form- 
ation where possible of a separate 
heifer herd is a measure of the great- 
est value.

‘OME economic aspects of Bang’s 
Disease were determined by A. 
Gow, Jr., and A. B. Hamilton. The 
results of a study of six herds se- 
lected in 1931 and three additional 
herds selected in 1932 are reported 
upon, the details of the work for 
each year and the average for the 
four years being given in table form. 
In 1931 the difference in returns 
in favor of the noninfected group 
of cows was $40.08 per cow, in 1932 
it was $24.82, and in 1933 it was 
$18.35, while in 1934 the infected 
group returned thirty-six cents more 
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per cow than the noninfected group. 
The average for four years was 
22.35 greater per cow for the non- 
infected group. The gain was due 
to the greater milk and butter fat 
production and to the better yield 
of calves. The milk production 
for noninfected cows during the 
four-year period averaged 6844 
pounds per year with a butter fat 
content of 281.6 pounds, in com- 
parison with 6330 pounds of milk 
and 251.6 pounds of butter fat for 
each positive cow.

Many have B. abortus in 
their udders for a_ considerable 
period before agglutinins appear 
in the blood, F. M. Hayes and E. H 
Barger discovered that in three 
cases out of thirty-eight, the or- 
ganism was present in the milk 
eight months and thirteen days, 
five months and twenty-five days 
and three months and fourteen 
days respectively, before blood ag- 
glutinins were demonstrable. The 
milk from udders harboring B. 
abortus frequently does not contain 
sufficient agglutinins to be detected 
by the usual whey-agglutination 
test in dilutions as low as 1-50 when 
a composite sample from all quar- 
ters is tested. Udders of cows hav- 


ing a positive blood history may 
continue to carry B. abortus when 
the blood titer has declined to nega- 
tive in a dilution of 1-50. Cows 
with declining and low fluctuating 
blood titers may be spreaders at 
normal calvings when the titer igs as 
low as negative in 1-50. Of the 
cows reacting positively to the blood 
agglutination and calving normally, 
25.5 per cent expelled B. abortus 
at parturition. Cows in an infected 
herd but with a consistently nega- 
tive blood reaction in 1-50 over a 
long period of time do occasionally 
(0.54 per cent) discharge B. abortus 
at a normal parturition. Likewise, 
abortions in cows of this type were 
accompanied by the discharge of 
the organisms with the fetus in 0.4 
of 1 per cent of the abortions in 
this herd. 

Recovery from Bang’s Disease is 
rare in the average life of a cow, 
and cows with a definite and long- 
standing positive blood history can- 
not safely be given a clean bill of 
health after a few negative tests. 
Complete removal from the herd 
of all cows that show agglutinins 
in 1-50 was the only type of segre- 
gation that prevented the spread of 
Bang’s Disease in this herd. The 
data suggest that when this type 
of segregation fails, search should 
be made for nonreacting cows which 
are shedding B. abortus in the milk.

Full rations of alfalfa hay, green 
alfalfa, clover hay, or corn silage fed 
one to two hours before milking 
produced certain undesirable feed 
flavors and odors. Smaller quanti- 
ties of these roughages fed during 
the same interval also imparted a 
distinct and undesirable feed flavor. 
Green barley, wild oats, foxtail, and 
alfilaria when fed to cows two hours 
before milking as the sole source of 
roughage and in quantities re- 
quired for satisfactory nutrition 
imparted undesirable feed flavors 
varying from slight to strong. The 
juice expressed from twenty-five 
pounds of green alfalfa when ad- 
ministered as a drench produced a 
feed flavor that was detectable in 
the milk twenty minutes later. This 


flavor was most prominent in the 
milk drawn forty-five minutes after 
the juice was administered and then 
gradually decreased. Tame oat hay 
gave only a slight after-flavor to 
milk when fed at the rate of eight 
to nine pounds two hours before 
milking. Improperly cured hay 
with a musty odor transmitted a 
musty flavor to milk. 


Rolled barley, coconut meal, soy- 
bean meal, cottonseed meal, wheat 
bran, and dried beet pulp when 
fed one to two hours before milking 
did not give milk sufficient flavor 
to make it undesirable. Wheat 
bran when fed at the rate of 5.5 to 
seven pounds one hour before milk- 
ing appeared to improve the flavor 
of milk. 


A salty taste was observed in 
milk from certain cows that were 
advanced in lactation and also from 
one or more quarters of udders pre- 
viously affected with mastitis. Ran- 
cid milk was produced by certain 
cows that had been milking for 
longer than the usual lactation 
period. This off-flavor was due to 
the enzyme lipase present in the 
milk at the time it was drawn. Pas- 
teurization destroyed the activity 
of the lipase and prevented the de- 
velopment of rancidity. Oxidized 
flavors developed in milk that had 
been in contact with certain corrod- 
able metals or exposed to sunlight.

* studied factors influencing the 
amount of vitamin D in milk. It 
was pointed out that milk produced 
under essentially normal conditions 
contains small but appreciable 
amounts of vitamin D varying 
from five, or less, to about fifteen 
Steenbock units per quart. Under 


summer pasture conditions the milk 
produced is ordinarily higher in 
antirachitic value than that pro- 
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duced under typical winter feeding 
conditions. Feeding vitamin D con- 
centrates to cows in sufficiently 
large amounts also increased the 
vitamin D content of the milk. The 
value of the three types of vitamin 
D milk available on the market are 
discussed. The authors conclude 
with the observation that vitamin 
D is a relatively stable product and 
that there is little likelihood of de- 
terioration during the short holding 
period before fluid milk is consumed 
or in the destruction of appreciable 
amounts by the common methods 
of processing milk..-South Dakota 
Sta.

i or influence of streptococcic in- 
fection of the udder on the 
flavor and quality of milk was stud- 
ied by C.S. Bryan and G. M. Trout. 
Milk from the streptococcus-free 
cows was of higher quality as de- 
termined by the methylene blue 
reduction test and the number of 
leucocytes and bacteria per cubic 
centimeter than that from infected 
cows. The next highest quality 
of milk was produced by the nonin- 
fected quarters of infected cows. 
A streptococcic infection of one or 
more quarters seemed to influence 
the quality of the milk secreted by 
the noninfected quarters of the same 
udder. The composite and quarter 
samples of milk from infected cows 
were the lowest in quality on the 
basis of the tests used. Although 
most of the milk from infected cows 
had a salty flavor, high chloride 
content, high leucocyte and _ bac- 
terial counts, and low quality as 
determined by the methylene blue 
test, none of these determinations 
could be used alone to make an 
accurate diagnosis of streptococcic 
infection... Jour. Dairy Sci., 18, 
1935, No. 12, pp. 777-792. 


STUDY was made of the carotene 
content and vitamin A activity 
of the butter fat produced by repre- 
sentatives of the Ayrshire, Guern- 
sey, Jersey and Holstein breeds. 
All of the cows were fed and handled 
similarly. 
The results indicated that definite 
breed differences existed both with 
respect to the amount of carotene 
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and the vitamin A activity per unit 
of fat produced. Since hay, silage, 
and pasture furnished practically 
all of the carotene consumed, and it 
was not possible to keep a record of 
pasture consumption, the relative 
carotene intakes were based on 
silage and hay consumption. No 
difference was found in the vitamin 
A activity per unit of fat of Holstein 
and Guernsey butter fats, but both 
of these butter fats were significant- 
ly superior to Ayrshire butter fat 
in vitamin A activity. Although 
the differences between Holstein 
and Guernsey butter fats and Jersey 
butter fat were statistically signifi- 
cant in only one trial, the fact that 
similar differences were observed 
in each trial indicated that the re- 
sults were not due to change. No 
significant difference was found be- 
tween the vitamin A activity per 
unit of fat in Jersey and Ayrshire 
butter fats. On the basis of these 
results the vitamin A activity per 
quart of unstandardized Guernsey 
milk should exceed that of Holstein 
milk in direct proportion to the 
diffrences in fat percentages. Milk 
from the Ayrshire breed should con- 
tain less vitamin A activity per 
quart than milk from Guernseys or 
Holsteins. Unstandardized Jersey 
milk should exceed unstandardized 
Ayrshire milk in vitamin A activity 
because of the larger fat percentage. 
The authors point out that until 
more information is known of the 
vitamin A requirements of humans, 
any discrimination between breed 
milks on the above basis is ques- 
tionable. The experiment was con- 
ducted by T. S. Sutton and W. E.

N a study on the relation of the 
“color and carotene content of 
butter fat to its vitamin A potency, 
it was found that the natural yellow 
color of butter fat was directly pro- 
portional to the carotene content 
of the ration, but the carotene con- 
tent of the fat was not an accurate 
measure of the vitamin A potency, 
The relation between the carotene 
content and the vitamin A potency 
depended upon the ration of the cow, 
the quantities of vitamin A and 
carotene stored at the beginning of 
the lactation period, the length of 
time during which the ration de- 
ficient in vitamin A or carotene wag 
fed, the extent of such deficiency, 
and also upon the individual ani- 
mal. Cows that had been on a 
carotene-poor, vitamin-A-deficient 
ration and were secreting pale butter 
fats low in these factors began, after 
only three days of five hours each 
on pasture, to secrete yellow butter 
fat as high in vitamin A potency 
but with a carotene content ap- 
proximately one-third that of butter 
from cows fed continuously on a 
diet adequate in carotene. The

Mr. and Mrs. Corey C. Garey of 
Sewickley, Pennsylvania, and Floyd 
Hartzell of Rosemont Farms, Sharps- 
burg, Pennsylvania, were out-of- 
the-state guests at the meeting. 
Herman R. Hill, sales manager of 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., and Arthur 
W. Telfer, milk sales representative 
of the Indiana and Illinois Guernsey 
Breeders Associations, were also 
present. Nearly every section of 
the state was represented by mem- 
bers and their friends. 

Otto C. Kline, Raemelton Farm, 
Mansfield, Chester C. Bolton, Fran- 
chester Farms, South Euclid, and 
C. E. Loker, Dunroven’ Farm, 
Germantown, were reelected to the 
board of directors to serve for a 
term of three years. At the special 
board meeting held during the 
noon recess, William Erf was re- 
elected president, as was also John 
V. Hang, vice president, and Ivan 
Steiner, secretary-treasurer.

q requires twelve years in which 
to learn what the results will be 
from the matings decided upon at 
the outset of a breeding program,” 
said Mr. Musser in his address, 
“and yet the average life of a 
Guernsey herd in America is only 
about ten years.” He went on to 
say that the far-seeing breeder will 
test all of his cattle all the time, and 
that the prospect has a right to 
expect such backing for his founda- 
tion animals. 

Further, he said, a pure bred 
animal must be a breeder no matter 
at what age it is sold and that such 
a guarantee is implied by the words 
pure bred. 

After a discussion of breed mat- 
ters in general Mr. Musser then 
told in a very impressive way of a 
dream he had in which the judge 
had called him before the bar of 
justice because he had been found 
wanting as a breeder of Guernsey 
cattle. He saw each juror as called, 
neighbors and even members of his 
own family. He related things he 
had done and said to each during 
life and wondered just how much 
consideration he might receive. The 
verdict was never rendered because 
he awoke. In the case of each of the 


twelve jurors drawn, Mr. Musser 
taught a fine lesson in right dealings 
with others that would bring hap- 
piness to them as well as ourselves. 


Mk. STEINER reported receipts 
during the year of $18,559.91 from 
seven sources, as follows: Milk 
dues, membership dues, cattle com- 
missions, News-Bulletin advertising 
and subscriptions, donations, and 
milk sales advertising. Disburse- 
ments amounted to $17,686.91. 
At the beginning of the year there 
was $1,059.64 on hand and at the 
end of the year $1,930.64. 

As part of his report, Mr. Steiner 
read the letter from Howard G. 
Slagle, certified public Accountant 
of Cleveland, that accompanied Mr. 
Slagle’s report of the examination of 
the association’s books for 1936. 
The following is quoted from that 
letter: ‘‘There is also submitted a 
comparative statement of receipt 
and disbursements for the calendat 
year 1936 and 1935. Total receipt 
have increased $1,831.54; milk dues 
increased $2,288.01; or an increase 
of approximately twenty-three pé 
cent. Membership dues increase 
$408.88, while other items sho¥ 
relatively small differences. 
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“Expenses for the year totaled 
approximately the same as in 1935, 
the increase being $464.29. The 
principal increases were in milk 
gales advertising, which increased 
$373.00; and payments to Golden 
Guernsey, Inc., which increased 
$421.48. There were other minor 
increases and decreases in expenses. 

During the year 1936 $1,660 was 
paid on the principal of the note.” 

The note referred to in Mr. 
Slagle’s report was one placed in 
1928 in order that milk sales work 
might be started. On January 1, 
1934, this note for $4,500 remained 
unpaid. On January 1 of this year 
the amount had been reduced to 
$1,140 and it is the hope of directors 
that this may all be paid during 1937. 


a R. HUSTON, advertising man- 
ager of the News-Bulletin, stated 
that six issues of the publication had 
a circulation of 9,000 copies, that 
the cost for printing and mailing was 
$1,051.90, and that the amount of 
advertising sold was $1,087.00, leav- 
ing a net above actual cost of 
$35.10. He also stated that with 
all bills paid the News-Bulletin had 
to its credit as part of the funds in 
the treasury $294.70. 

Mr. Huston and director Kline, 
who is the editor, have assisted with 
the publishing of the News-Bulletin 
during the past three years that the 
field-secretary has been without an 
assistant. Its publication has done 
much to keep the 1,500 breeders of 
the state in touch with activities and 
satisfied that everything possible is 
being done to promote the breed to 
the best possible advantage of every 
one. The association is indebted to 
Mr. Bolton and Mr. Black for the 
services of their herd managers. 

During the year, five consignment 
sales were conducted under the 
auspices of the association. Two 
hundred and forty-three animals 
were sold for $39,960, while fourteen 
animals were sold at private treaty 
for $3,065. For services rendered in 
connection with these sales the 
association received $2099.48. 


Toa field-secretary reported sales 
under the trade mark of 9,342,801 
pounds of milk, which was an in- 
Crease of 21.5 per cent over 1935 
and 83.8 per cent over 1933. Sales 
were 7,589,692 pounds in Ohio 
through twenty-six distributors, and 
1,753,109 in Michigan through seven 
distributors. Ohio milk dues totaled 
$10,024.63 and Michigan, $2,343.63, 
or a total of $12,368.26. The ap- 
proximate increase in price received

by those who produced the milk as 
a result of trade mark benefits was 
$46,714. 

The Ohio Association is under 
contract with Golden Guernsey, 
Inc., and the Michigan Association 
to service trademark sales in Michi- 
gan which accounts for Michigan 
sales being a part of the report. 


. to income from vari- 
ous sources, a fair and right share 
went into milk sales supervision, 
promotion, and direct advertising. 
In addition to the field secretary’s 
time, expenses and office overhead, 
$1,660 was used to reduce the milk 
sales note, and $4,031.34 spent on 
direct advertising and sales pro- 
motion, or a total of $5,691.34. 

The $4,031.34 was divided as 
follows: $2,955.90 for Ohio and 
$1,075.44 for Michigan. Four dis- 
tributors started in Michigan in 1936 
with trade mark sales. 

During the year 502,000 leaflets, 
268,000 napkins, and 29,000 bottle 
hangers and collars, were purchased 
to be used by route salesmen. 
Three hundred and _ ninety-nine 
Golden Guernsey pencils, 308 pocket 
cases, twenty-eight pewter jugs, and 
$265.90 in money was used as bonus 
to route salesmen for new Golden 
Guernsey customers and for in- 
creased sales. One hundred and 
nineteen decalcomanias and 264 
posters for milk wagons and trucks 
were also purchased. 


y association was represented 
in the Cleveland Food Show attend- 
ed by 160,000 people. The venture 
cost $794.98 and was considered one 
of the best promotional activities, 
with 50,000 pieces of literature, in- 
cluding 22,000 blotters, being dis- 
tributed. Two young ladies whip- 
ped cream from the top of bottles of 
Golden Guernsey milk that was 
afterward treated with a little sugar 
and a piece of cherry, then put on 
vanilla wafers and given to women 
as they passed. The story of Golden 
Guernsey milk was told during the 
eight days. 


“iw Association had 172 members 
in 1936 who paid $1,909 in dues. 
This is in comparison with 164 
members in 1935 whose dues were 
$1,500. The association has never 
conducted membership campaigns. 
Breeders have joined in order to do 
their part to promote the breed and 
as they received services which they 
felt warranted membership. 

The field-secretary reported hav- 
ing spent 114 days at the office and 
187 days in the field, and having 


made 280 breeder and 205 distri- 
butor contacts. {Two thousands 
nine hundred and eighty personal 
letters and seventy-five circular 
letters were written. The circular 
letters had a circulation of 3,896 
copies. 

Nineteen meetings were addressed 
by the field-secretary that were 
attended by 1,042 persons, and 
twenty-one meetings were addressed 
by C. B. Finley attended by 1,050 
people. 

Representation was had at the 
Ohio State Fair with a booth that 
was in charge of Mrs. Otto C. Kline. 
For the second time the association 
gave a fine plaque for the best two- 
year-old in milk bred and shown by 
the exhibitor. It was won both 
years by Raemelton Farm. Also, 
for the first time, trophies were given 
in 4-H and vocational agriculture 
for the best fitting and showing of a 
Guernsey. Individuality of the 
animal was not given consideration. 
However, Hugh Reed, who showed 
the 4-H champion heifer, and Rich- 
ard Varney, who showed the voca- 
tional agriculture champion, were 
the winners of the trophies. 


= N. H. HILL, in charge 
of the 1936 Advanced Register con- 
test, presented twenty-three tro- 
phies to owners of cows that had 
made the highest records in their 
respective classes, records that were 
finished during 1936 and that had 
exceeded requirements by fifty per 
cent. The trophies consisted of 
pewter Guernsey jugs, books, en- 
larged and colored framed pictures, 
and sandwich trays. A bit of levity 
was added to the presentation when 
Mr. Hill was presented with a 
Comoy’s smoking pipe as one of the 
four trophies won by himself. It is 
an interesting fact that the list 
includes one world’s champion in 
and also another National 
class leader. Six of the cows be- 
came state champions.

been con- 
ducted for eleven consecutive years. 
The lowest average production for 
the winning animals was in 1932

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OHIO PLANNING 


URING the winter of 1920 and 
D 1921, the Ohio Guernsey 
Breeders Association was re- 
organized, the Ohio Clean Sales 
Policy was adopted and a full time 
field secretary was employed. James 
EK. Harper, now for many years the 
field secretary of the Massachusetts 
Guernsey Breeders Association, was 
the first Ohio fieldman. In two 
years’ time, this program changed 
Ohio from a selling State to a buy- 
ing State in the Guernsey business, 
and Ohio started on a long period of 
excellent and sound development, 
until today it ranks as the fourth 
Guernsey State in the Union in 
registrations. 

Since 1923 when Floyd S. Barlow 
became field secretary for the Ohio 
Association, he has worked per- 
sistently, not only to further streng- 
then the organization, but also to 
render help and encouragement to 
enable as many of the Ohio breeders 
as possible to establish sound and 
constructive breeding programs. The 
Association’s activities have been 
balanced: By furnishing a market- 
ing service for Golden Guernsey 
milk under the National label; by 
furnishing a market and an ad- 
vertising medium for sound surplus 
cattle through the establishment 
not only of a State sale, but also of 
six local sales annually; by keeping 
the Ohio breeders’ well-informed 
about the breed, both through 
encouraging subscriptions to the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal and 
by means of publishing the Ohio 
Guernsey News-Bulletin; by the 
encouragement of ac- 
tive local Guernsey 
Breeders Associations 
with definite programs, 
and finally by per- 
sonal assistance to 
such breeders as de- 
sire and could use the 
facilities of the or- 
ganization in helping

their problems. 

For a time after the establish- 
ment of a milk marketing program 
two full time fieldmen were employ- 
ed, Mr. Barlow giving the major 
part of his attention to the organiza- 
tion and the cattle end of the work, 
and Herman R. Hill acting in the 
capacity of milk marketing repre- 
sentative. After the resignation of 
Mr. Hill to eventually become Sales 
Manager of Golden Guernsey, Inc., 
Mr. Barlow undertook to handle 
both ends of the work, and soon 
found that the milk work required 
so much time that it was impossible 
to continue the detailed attention 
formerly given to what is frequently 
referred to as the cattle end of the 
business. Part of this work was 
delegated to, and has been carried on 
very successfully by volunteer mem- 
bers of the Association. Notable in 
this respect has been the handling 
of the advertising and editorial work 
of the Ohio Guernsey News-Bulle- 
tin by Russell Huston, Manager of 
Franchester Farms, and Otto Kline, 
Manager of Raemelton Farm, as 
well as the work of the various sales 
committees. 

As a means of further strengthen- 
ing the organization end of the 
Association’s activity, during each 
of the last two winters the services 
of an American Guernsey Cattle 
Club field representative has been 
requested and granted for a two 
week’s period in which to attend and 
address the annual winter meetings 
of the local Guernsey Breeders 
Associations in the State. There 
are twenty-six such or- 
ganizations. In January 
and February, 1936, this 
service was rendered 
by C. B. Finley, field 
representative of The 
American Guernsey Cat- 
tle Club in the North 
Middlewestern — section.

R. L. Holden, field representative 
in the Middle West and South- 
western sections. It is a marvelous 
tribute to the condition of the 
Guernsey organization in Ohio that 
Mr. Barlow was able to line-up and 
arrange nineteen of these meetings 
by mail. 

After the available weeks were 
determined, he wrote to each secre- 
tary and president, outlining the 
situation, and offering them a choice 
of dates, providing they felt that a 
meeting with not less than an attend- 
ance of fifty could be assured. 
This correspondence was followed 
up and some assistance given on 
publicity. The balance of all ar- 
rangements was made by the local 
committees and officers. 

The 1937 meetings were held 
during the weeks of January 18 
and February 22, with an addi- 
tional state-wide meeting as part of 
the annual Farmers’ Week sessions 
at Ohio State University on Janu- 
ary 27. All together, nineteen 
meetings were held, with a total 
attendance of 1,175, an average of 
approximately sixty-two per meet- 
ing, and a range in attendance from 
twelve to 275. All but two of the 
meetings were accompanied by food, 
which ranged all the way from 
lunch approaching midnight, and the 
usual bounteous potluck dinners, t0 
thoroughly and properly arranged 
and equally bounteous banquets. 
At eleven of the meetings the 
annual election was held. 

The speaking programs in general 
were divided into three groups 
R. L. Holden spoke at each meeting: 
building his talk chiefly aroum 
those things which the breeders do 
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collectively, through the medium 
of the National organization and the 
State organizations, which put value 
in Guernsey cattle. During the 
second week he was accompanied 
by extension dairymen Ivan Mc- 
Kellip, of Ohio State University, 
who spoke on the general dairy 
situation and current feeding prob- 
lems, in addition to emphasizing 
the activities of the breeders and 
especially the 4-H Club work. At 
the last two meetings, the meeting 
at Trotwood, near Dayton, and 
the Darke County meeting at 
Greenville, the film ‘‘Guernseys Dis- 
cover Antarctica’? was also shown. 
This was due to the fact that twenty 
below zero weather caused the can- 
cellation of these meetings a year 
ago, at which time the Byrd film 
was shown elsewhere in Ohio. 
Defiance Williams 

HE meeting of the Defiance- 

Williams Guernsey Breeders As- 
sociation was held in the Methodist 
Church at Bryan at noon on Janu- 
ary 18, with the members of the 
Fulton County Guernsey Breeders 
Association as guests and a total 
attendance of fifty. N. Townsend, 
Hicksville, vresided. Secretary 
Troeger reported a balance on hand 
of $17.71, and a paid membership 
for 1936 of seventeen. 

A lengthy discussion was held 
over the idea of amalgamating the 
Fulton County group with the 
Defiance-Williams group, and re- 
suming the old name of North- 
western Ohio Guernsey Breeders 
Association. The idea was appar- 
ently quite new to both groups. 
The Defiance-Williams breeders ex- 
pressed an invitation to the Fulton 
County breeders to join them for 
the year 1937 as an experimental 
period, meanwhile, retaining the 
present name of the Association. 

The balance of the discussion of 
the meeting resulted in a vote to 
hold a Northwestern Ohio Guernsey 
sale. This makes the sixth local 
sale to be set up in Ohio by local 
groups under the management of 
the State Association. Based on 
the report of County Agent Clymer, 
Defiance, and of other breeders, it 
was voted to hold the sale at the 
Fair Grounds at Wauseon. 

Musie was furnished by pupils 
from the Bryan High School, and 
an interesting talk was made by 
J. R. Smart, secretary of the North- 
western Cooperative Sales Associa- 
Uon, Toledo.

Bill 
Erf and Dick Holden, acting as 
judges, awarded the decision to the 
affirmative team, which consisted 
of Margaret Hast and Junior Slack.

( ‘UERNSEY interest in the dairy 
A meetings during Farmers’ Week 
at Columbus were very satisfactory. 
Among the outstanding events was 


the annual Dairymen’s banquet, 
attended by about 275 of the best 
dairymen of Ohio, at which Rae- 
melton Farm was honored by being 
awarded the beautiful trophy for 
having had the high herd in all Ohio 


during the last dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association year for 
herds of over fifteen head. Need- 
less to say Otto Kline, superintend- 
ent for Mr. Black, and his genia 
wife, enjoyed a proud moment in 
the receipt of that trophy. The 
award was based on an average 
production of about 487 pounds of 
butter fat by about eighty registered 
Guernsey cows. 

The Guernsey meeting was at- 
tended by seventy breeders and was 
one of the most satisfactory ever 
held. Larry Bartlett gave an ip- 
teresting account of the observa- 
tions which he made of the Guern- 
sey industry on the eastern seaboard 
during his trip last fall to the Lang- 
water sale. This was supplemented 
partly by Dr. John McKitrick, who 
made the same trip, although the 
main part of Dr. McKitrick’s use- 
ful talk had to do with the practice 
of veterinary medicine as it relates 
to the health of herds.

} jews place in class AAA has been 
taken by Hartzell’s Gertrude’s 
Verarose 230986, with a production 
of 12732.4 pounds of milk and 721.0 
pounds of butter fat in 305 days. 
She was bred by F. R. Hartzell, 
Renfrew, Pennsylvania, and_ is 
owned by M. F. Shore, Cycle, 
North Carolina. This is also North 
Carolina State champion record for 
class AAA. 

Verarose’s sire is Fairacres Lancer 
120952, A. R., a son of Imp. Vera 
of Myrtle Place 115020, with a rec- 
ord of 15718.9 pounds of milk and 
860.0 pounds of butter fat in class 
A. Verarose’s dam is Warrior’s 
Primrose of Hartzell 179306, with a 
record of 12211.4 pounds of milk 
and 632.3 pounds of butter fat in 
class G. She is a daughter of the 
famous old cow, Gertrude Claire 
99550, with the following records: 
18942.5 pounds of milk and 893.4 
pounds of butter fat in class C, and 
20738.1 pounds of milk and 1020.0 
pounds of butter fat in class A. 

Hartzell’s Gertrude’s Verarose 
230986 was born on June 18, 1927. 
She freshened on January 25, 1936, 
with a heifer calf and began her 
test on January 29, 1936. During 
her first month, the short month of 
February, she gave 1141.0 pounds 
of milk and 63.78 pound of butter 
fat, and for the month of March 
she gave 1337.8 pounds of milk and 
85.75 pounds of butter fat. Her 
highest month for milk production 
was May with 1595.6 pounds. She 
was bred to Yeoman’s Highboy 
181114 on May 16, 1936. 

“‘Verarose”’ was only milked twice 
a day for the entire 305 day period. 
The above record is the third record 
completed by ‘Verarose.’”’ Her 
first record was 12095.9 pounds of 
milk and 670.2 pounds of butter fat 
in class F, the North Carolina State 
champion record for class F when 
completed. This record is now 
held by a stable mate of “‘ Verarose,”’ 
Lady Dolly Mae 345525, A. R., with 
a record of 14247.8 pounds of milk 
and 756.0 pounds of butter fat in 
class F. Verarose’s second record 
was 16078.5 pounds of milk and 
943.6 pounds of butter fat in class 
A, a North Carolina State cham- 
pion record for all ages of Guern- 
seys. 

“Verarose”’ not only produced 
the above record but carried twin 
heifer calves for 196 days of her 
test. One calf died at birth. She 
is not only a producer but a repro- 
ducer as she has two daughters with 
creditable records: Princess Fay-

NOTHER Hill Girt Guernsey 
joined the ranks of class leaders 
when Nora Belle of Hill Girt 360858 
placed fifth in class BB by produc- 
ing 15631.8 pounds of milk and 
886.1 pounds of butter fat. This 
new class leader was bred and is 
owned by H. G. Haskell, Hill Girt 
Farm, Chadds Ford, Pennsylvania. 
“Nora Belle” is a daughter of 
Noranda 108708 that has thirty 
Advanced Register daughters and 
two Advanced Register sons. He, 
in turn, was sired by Langwater 
Guardsman 88297 with eight Ad- 
vanced Register sons and two Ad- 


vanced Register daughters, and out 
of Jeanette of the Prairie 2d 69685 
that has a record in class A of 
13600.7 pounds of milk and 816.8 
pounds of butter fat. 

The dam of “Nora Belle” is

New High in Testing 


HE number of breeders doing 

official testing either in the 
regular single, double, or triple 
letter classes of the Advanced Reg- 
ister or Herd Improvement classes, 
hit a new high on March 1 with 883 
breeders listed. Of these, 537 are 
testing in the single, double, or 
triple letter classes and 346 in the 
Herd Improvement. A _ total of 
5,831 cows are on test, also a new 
high mark, with 3,709 in the Ad- 
vanced Register and 2,122 in the 
Herd Improvement. 

Wisconsin, with sixty-three herds 
in the Advanced Register classes, 
leads all states in the number of 
breeders testing in the regular Ad- 
vanced Register classes. Forty-five 


of these breeders are testing in the 
Triple Letter Herd Test. 

Michigan leads all states in the 
Herd Improvement testing with 
sixty herds. 

Ohio, with a total of eighty-seven 
breeders testing, leads all states in 
total number of breeders testing in 
all divisions, thirty-seven in the 
Advanced Register classes and fifty 
breeders doing Herd Improvement 
testing. 

Pennsylvania leads all states in 
the number of cows on test with 724. 

The greatest increase in testing 
since August is in Ohio where twen- 
ty-two breeders were added. Wis- 
consin and Indiana each added 
fifteen breeders, New York eleven, 
Pennsylvania seven, Michigan and 
Washington each added six, and 
Virginia, Minnesota, and California 
five. Other states adding less than 
five breeders are Arizona, Colorado, 
Illinois, Maine, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Utah 
and Canada.

She 
soon recovered, however, and con- 
tinued to milk thirty-five pounds 
daily from three quarters on twice 
a day milking.

HE effect of beet tops on the 
flavor and odor of milk varies 
according to the amount fed. It 
was found by G. M. Trout and G. E. 
Taylor that this flavor was not very 
noticeable until the cows received 
at least twenty-five pounds of beet 
tops per day. The flavor was always 
most noticeable in the night’s milk. 
The intensity of the flavor increased 
as the amount of beet tops fed in- 
creased, being most objectionable 
when the tops alone were fed. Feed- 
ing hay and grain seemed to elimi- 
nate a part of the beet-top flavor.— 
Michigan Sta. Quart. Bul., 18, 
1935, No. 1, pp. 37-45. 


[ a study of the chloride content 
of cow’s milk, W. C. Caulfield 
and W. H. Riddell found no signifi- 
cant difference in the chloride con- 
tent of the milk from the different 
breeds. The chloride content of 
the milk from individual cows 
varied from 0.07 to 0.29 per cent, 
but ninety-six per cent of all the 
samples fell within the range of 
0.08 to 0.2 per cent. The chloride 
content was highest at the begit- 
ning of a lactation period, declined 
rapidly for the first ten to twenty 
days, and was followed by a general 
upward trend during the remainder 
of the lactation.—Cornell Vet., 2% 
1935, No. 4, pp. 333-343.

i fen feeding of ten pounds of cot 
tonseed meal per day seemed 10 
have little effect on increasing udde 
troubles. The results of the stud! 
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show that the liberal feeding of a 
high-protein ration made up of cot- 
tonseed meal and alfalfa hay had 
little, if any, influence on the ab- 
normality of the milk. This ration 
did not aggravate udder conditions 
as determined by physical examina- 
tion of the udder and by laboratory 
examination of the milk. The high- 
protein ration did not force animals 
more or less subject to chronic at- 
tacks of mastitis into clinical cases.

The average test in the first month 
after calving was 4.605 per cent, 
dropped to 4.594 per cent in the 
second month, and then increased 
steadily to 5.555 for the twelfth 
month. Advancing lactation ex- 
erted a greater influence than did 
season on the fat test. Over a six- 
teen-year period it was found that 
an average increase of ten degrees 
Fahrenheit between the monthly 
mean temperatures of fifty-seven 
degrees and eighty-one degrees 
caused an average decrease of 0.31 
per cent in the butter fat test. 

18, 1935, No. 6, 
pp. 389-399. 


HE season of the year had some 

effect upon milk yields in Jersey 
cows. P. T. D. Arnold and R. B. 
Becker found that advancing stage 
of lactation, irrespective of season 
of the year, produced a relatively 
uniform rate of decline in monthly 
milk yield from the second through 
the seventh month of milk produc- 
tion. The progressively greater 
rate of decline after the seventh 
month was associated with the in- 
hibiting factor of advancing gesta- 
tion. The seasonal influence on 
milk yield, irrespective of stage of 
lactation, resulted in a maximum 
rate of yield during June and a 
minimum rate during November 
and December. The peak of pro- 
duction was reached in advance of 
the mean maximum temperature 
early in the summer rainy season.

Considerable time was given to 
discussing plans for the State Sale 
and Field Day. It was decided to 
hold the annual State sale on May 4 
at Salisbury, immediately following 
the Georgia and South Carolina 
States sales. The Sales committee 
appointed by vice president Brown, 
consisting of Ruohs Ryron, Pro- 
fessor R. H. Ruffner, Dr. W. A.

Moore as sales manager. It was the 
opinion of this committee and the 
sales manager that a very successful 
sale would be held, due to the wide- 
spread interest shown on the part of 
the breeders.

The Experience of a Guernsey Producer-Distributor

URING the rainy Spring of 1935, when we were struggling with our 
first cutting of alfalfa hay, and getting nowhere, I heard of the A.I.V.

I have always figured that the cost of labor expended in first cutting dry hay 
harvest far exceeded the value of the crop after it was in the mow or stack. 

When winter came and we started feeding our A.I.V. alfalfa silage, our 
milk color resembled that of June Pasture produced milk. The flavor was 
fine. In fact so good that we got the highest price for any milk in Minnea- 
polis. In 1936 we put up A.I.V. alfalfa, A.I.V. corn, and A.I.V. oats. 
being prepared for it, we got it up earlier. The crude Protein content was 
17%. We also put up some third cutting alfalfa which tested 22% crude 
Protein. This is a great saving in the nutritive value of the hay. No leaves 
are lost, for it is ensiled immediately after cutting. The Leaves Carry the 
Major Portion of the Protein and Carotene. The cattle eat it readily. 
We have fed as high as 60 pounds per head per day, without any other 
roughages, with no drop in production, and have had no cows off feed since 
we began feeding A.I.V. Silage. 

In 1937 we are going to put up A.I.V. alfalfa silage when the alfalfa is 
only about 12 inches high. We ought to get 25% Protein, and much higher 
carotene content. This will naturally give us an even deeper color in the 
milk next winter.

Our economy came in feeding a high protein roughage, thus eliminating 
the necessity of purchasing expensive high protein concentrates. A.I.V.
